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ELECTION REFORM. 


A Good Day’s Work Performed by 
the Illinois House of Rep- 
resentatives. 


The Chicago Bill Advanced to Third 
Reading Against the Protests of 
the Democrats. 


Passage of the Curtis Measure, a Bill Pro- 
viding Penalties, and the Act Le- 
galiz.ng Primaries. 


SPRINGFIELD, III., June 16.—[ Special. I— The 
action of the House today not only greatly ad- 
vanced the cause of election reform, but helped 
to clear up ghe legislative sky so that some 
members think an extra session can now be 
avoided. The election measures passed were 
as follows: 

First—The Curtis General Election law, the 
main provision of which is smail voting pre- 
cincts and prohibiting having the polis in grog- 
geries of any sort. 

Second—The supplementary bill providing a 
penalty for electuon officers who fail to per- 
form their duties. 

Third—The Crawford bill, legalizing prima- 
ries. : 

All these measures having previously passed 
the Senate now only need the Governor’s signa- 
ture to make them laws. The victory of the day, 
bowever, was in advancing the Chicago Elec- 
tion bill to third reading without amendment 
so that it can be put upon its passage tomor- 
row. This was done without a solitary Demo- 
cratic vote, the seventy-seven Republicans 
voting solidly for it. While all the friends of 
election reform regret that the measure should 
have been made a party issue, this was the 
only way it could be advanced, and this course 
was not taken until it bad been shown that to 
trust in Democratic promises meant to en- 
danger the bill. Had not Haines, in his efforts 
to protect tue corporations, kept the bill 
banging up on the calendar till toward the 
close of the session it might have been 
amended ina way to meet honest criticism; 
but the Speaker's zeal for his masters pre- 
vented this. Too much credit cannot be given 
to the Republican members from the country 
districts for the hearty codperation they af- 


} forded the Chicago members in putting the 


bill where its passage seems assured. 

The Democrats are very sore over the turn 
of events, and are making all sorts of threats. 
Despite their bluster they do not like to go on 
récord as against election reform, and 
ner are making some very bad ex- 
hibitions of temper. Crafts assures his 
colleagues that the bill will never be adopted 
by the voters of Chicago, and much of the 
same kind of taik, which gives them a little 
comfort. Though their feeling is better, they 
are powerless for evil as long as the seventy- 
seven Republivans stay on the ground and act 
as harmoniously as they did today. The first 
thing in the House tomorrow will be the call 
ing up of the Election bill on third reading, 
and no filibusterimg tactics of the Democrats 
can prevent its passage. This will be a bitter 
dose for the gang members from Chicago and 
their sympathizers, but they will nave to take 
their medicine. 


4A GOOD DAY’S WORK. 

Today was a good day in the House for elec- 
tion The most interest attached to the 
Chicago bill, but as ect outcome of the 
fight on that measure several other bills were 
passed. The Republicans did not decide to re- 
ject the compromise proposed by Crafts and 
his fellow-Democrats in any partisan spirit. 
They found that about every other Democratic 
member had an amendment of his own and that 
to attempt to improve the bill would most cer 
tainly endanger its passage at this stage of 
the session. They also discovered that 
some of the amendments proposed as a basis 
for the compromise were not as harmiess 
as they looked. So it was thought best to in- 
sist that the bill be advanced to third reading 
without amendment. The country members, 
in deciding on their course of action, were 
guided largely by the wishes of the Chicago 
Represeotatives. When it was stated to them 
that the decent voters of the city were depend- 
ing on the Legislature to give relief they sac- 
rificed their personal interests in many cases, 
and agreed that ail other legislation must give 
way to the Chicago Election b Il. Having once 
decided orm this course, they followed it 
steadily to the end, and the measure 
was championed throughout by them. Con- 
siderable pressure was brought to bear 
onjthem, and numerous arguments were made 
that the bill was purely local to Chicago and 
had no claims on the support of outside mem- 
bers. But the Republicans who represent 
country districts were not led away by any 
sophistries, and from the moment the fight 
opened on the bill they supported it steadily 
and consistently. 

When the House met this morning eight or 
ten Repubiican members were absent, but it 
was known that they would be in during the 
day. Mr. Fuller occupied the chair, and held 
that the pending business was Rogers’ 
motion of a week ago for the previous ques- 
tion on ordering the Chicago Election bill to 
third reading. The Democrats, after a few 
dilatory motions, conciuded that it was useless 
to attempt any other business. The House ac- 
cordingly took a recess until 2:30 in the after- 
noon. 

HOLDING THE FORT. : 

On reussembling the oniy Republican ab- 
sentees were Messrs. Sundelius, Sittig, and 
Logsdon. All of these were on their way, and 
the Republican policy was simply to hold the 
fort. After several roli-calls had shown the 
absence of a quorum Jobnson, on the Demo- 
cratic side, sarcastically inquired it the Repub- 
licans proposed to allow any business to 
be done. Chapman replied that they 
did as soon as the Democratic mem- 
bers made their presence apparent. Motions 
to adjourn and calls of the House continued to 


fill in the time until the arrival of the after- 


noon train on which were Sundelius and Sittig. 


The only absentee now was Logsdon, who had 
left a sick family in order to be present. A 
call of the House was ordered, and Heim 


threw the Democrats into confusion by answer- 
ing Present.“ This made the quorum, and 
the roli-vall on the previous question was or- 
dered.

He relie himself of con- 
siderable bile by filngs at tne Chicago bill, and 
closed with the gratuitous assertion that the 
bill would be rejected by 10,000 majority when 
submitted to the voters of Chicago. Crafts 
was interrupted by loud cries from the Repub- 
lican side for the roli-call.”’ 

One member baving answered to his name 
Keres of Sangamon took the middle aisle, la- 
boring under great excitement, and insisted on 
making a speech showing why the Curtis bill 
was a good measure and the Citizens’ bill a bad 
one. 

The Republicans insisted on the roll-call 
proceeding, while the Democrats made all the 
noise they could, urging Keyes not to yield 
the floor. The Chair, however, refused to 
recognize him, and after a time the roll-call 
went on. No votes were recorded in opposi- 
tion to this bili—the yeas being 121. As the 
bill bas passed the Senate, all that is now re- 
quired to make ita law is the Governor's sig- 


‘nature. , 


The following Senate measure, which is sup- 
plementary to the Curtis bill, was also called 
up on third reading and passed, the yeas being 
118 and the nays none. The object is to pro- 
vide a penalty for election officers who fail to 
perform their duty. The bill amends Sec. 93 
of the Election law to read as follows: 3 


If any Supervisor. County Commissioner, or 
member of any County Board shali willfully re- 
fuse, neglect, or fail to do any act or perform any 
duty required of him by the election laws of this 
State he shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and, upon conviction, finea not exceeding $500, or 
imprisoned in the county jail not exceeding six 
months, or both, in the discretion of the court. 


Having gone thus far, it was decided not to 
let a good subject lapse, and Crawford's Sen- 
ate bill legalizing primary elections was called 
up. This bill was aiso drafted by the Citizens’ 
Association. The little opposition shown to 
passing the bili came from Democratic mem- 
bers. The vote stood—yeas 94, nays 18. This 
measure, which now only awaits the Governor’s 
signature, is of considerable importance, espe- 
Cially to large cities. 


A SYNOPSIS OF THE CHICAGO ELECTION BILL 

The bill ordered to a third reading yester- 
day and which will probably pass today is 
drafted especially to meet the demands and 


requirements of the City of Chicago and other 
large cities in the State. 

In order to meet the constitutional objection 
of special legislation it follows the precedent 

the general act for the incorporation of 
cities, and, while being made applicable to all 
cities in the State, it become operative in any 
particuiar city only after it shall have been 
adopted by @ vote of the electors of any such 
city. It is to be submitted only upon the 
petition of 1,000 electors at the next 
general county or State election. This is done 
to avoid the expense of a special election, and 
to be voted upon atatime when the most in- 
terest is taken in eléctions, and when the peo- 
ple are aroused so as to prevent frauds. 
It will be submitted under the special direction 
of the County Court, and a special effort is 
made to have it submitted honestly. Tripli- 
cate returns of such votes are to be made to 
different officers, with special penalties im- 
posed upon the election judges for any mis 
conduct or failure to perform their duties. A 
majority of the votes cast for and against such 
law are sufficient for its adoption without ref- 
erence to the whole number of votes cast at 
the election. The bill is well drawn to secure 
its adoption in case it shall be approved upon 
its merits. 

I. The power is vested in the County Court to 
superintend all elections. The court appoints an 
election commission of three persons, two of whom 
at least are to be taken from the two leading po- 
litical parties of the

These commissions are to subdivide the city into 
election precincts containing not to exceed 300 vot- 
ers, and to rearrange buch precincts whenever the 
number shall exceed 450. The precincts of each 
ward are to be numbered from one upward, and in 
the even numbered precincts one party is to 
have one judge and one clerk and the other 
two judges and one clerk. In the odd-numbered 
precincts the parties change relative positions, the 
first party being allowed two judges and one 
clerk and the second one judge and one 
clerk, and so on throughout the city. The 
Commissioners select the judges and clerks, 
observing their politicos as directed, and any 
Commissioner can veto the nomination of any 
judge or clerk, and if they cannot agree then the 
Commissioners representing the party. entitled 
to such judge or clerk must present six names, 
from which the Commissioner of the opposit 
party selects one, 

After they are selected they are notified to ap- 
pear and be examined as to their qualifications, and 
if they refuse to appear, or they appear and are 
qualified and refuse to serve, then they are 
subjected to heavy penalties. No one can be 
excused except for sickness or old age. The 
judges and clerks are excused from jury duty 
during their term of service and fortwo years 
thereafter. After the selections are made they are 
reported by such Commissioners to the County 
Court for confirmation and appointment, and a rule 
is then entered by the court for any one to show 
cause within a fixed time why such nom- 
ination should not be confirmed. Notice 
is to be given of the names and addresses 
of all such nominations, and of the precinct for 
which they are to be appointed, with notice of the 
time within which objections are to be made 
against their confirmation. The court then con- 
tirms or rejects such nominations, and, if confirmed. 
a commission is issued to them under the seal of 
the court. Thereupon they become officers of the 
court, and are liabie to punishment by way of con- 
tempt for the improper performance of their 
duties; but they are not released thereby from the 
many penalties imposed upon them for their mis- 
conduct in office. They are to serve for one year 
at an election, municipal, county, State, or special. 

Next, after the appointment of the judges and 
clerks, the valuable featares of the bill are con- 
tained in the second and third articies,which relate 
to registration and election. 

The judges form a board of registry, who, 
with the clerks, are to make a general regis- 
tration of voters once in four years, and an addi- 
tional registration and revision prior to every elec- 
tion. No person can be registered unless he ap- 
pears in person. He is put upon his oath 
and examined by one of the judges as 
to his qualifications. The chief facts about 
which he is to be questioned are 
provided in the act, and the answers 
are written down in the registry; as, for instance, 
the nativity of the applicant, his term of residence 
in the precinct, county, and State, whether natur- 
alized or not, the date of his naturalization-papers, 
the court in which he was naturalized, etc. 

Three days for registration are permitted, one 
week apart, commencing the Tuesday four weeks 
before election. A list is then made out of those 
of whom complaint is made by any voter that they 
are suspected. not to be legal voters, which 
is given to the clerks. The clerks are 
then constituted canvassers, and the next 
day they are required to go together, escorted 
by a policeman if deemed necessary by them. and 
make a canvass of every residence and house in 
the precinct, putting down on that canvassing list 
the names of every male over 21 years of age and 
noting such facts they may find out 
concerning men qualified as voters. They 
are do make special inguiry as to those 
who appear upon their suspected list. After such 
canvass is completed the canvassers compare the 
results with the registry as it stood the last day of 
registration, and if any one appears upon the reg- 
istration-books whom they do not find 
in their canvass, he is put upon the sus- 
pected list. If any of the canvassers 
suspect any other person on the regis- 
try not to be qualitied he is put upon the suspected 
list. Thereupon one of the clerks serves a notice 
upon the suspects personally to appear before the 
board of registry the next Tuesday evening and 
show cause why their names should not be erased 
from the registry. A similar notice is also sent 
to the same parties to their address upon 
the registry through the mail. If they do not 


appear at such session, then their names are erased 
as a matter of course. If they do appear they are 
further swWorn and questioned, and the canvassers 
are sworn and examised. If deemed necessary 
the judge can send the canvassers again to make 
an investigation, after which the majority of the

6. Triplicate returns and duplicate tallies to be 
made to different officers. 

7. A careful watch of the canvass by persons 
representing the candidates and the parties, 

8. The election officers to be officers of the 
County Court and subject to punishment by way of 
contempt in case of dereliction in any duty. 

9. The polls to close até o'clock, so as to enable 
the officers to get through the count at an eariy 
hour. 

10. An honest general canvass. 

11. Penalties imposed ccmmensurate wish the 
crimes committed against the public. 

12. The bill is made applicable to any incor- 
porate i town. 

The whole bill is prepared in great detail, 
rendered necessary by past experience in city 
elections. It is not any longer than the New 
York City Election law, and it is not drawn 
upon a theory, but it follows the precedents of the 
Massachusetts, New York, and California laws, and 
embraces the actual experiences in our own city. 


THE CURTIS BILL. 

Following are the provisions of the Curtis 
measure: 

In counties not under township organization the 
election precincts shall remain as now established 
until changed by the Board of County Commission- 
ers, but the board may change the boundaries of 
precincts and establish new ones. In counties 
under township organization each town shall con- 
stitute an election precinct. 

The County Board in each county shall, at its 
regular (or ata special) meeting in July, 1885, 
divide election precincts which contain more than 
450 voters into disfricts to contain as near as 
may be practicable 400,and not more in any case 
than 450 voters. Said districts shall be composed 
of contiguous territory and in compact 
form for the convenience of electors therein. 
The districts shall be described by 
metes and bounds, and numbered. When it shall 
appear by the general election in November of any 
year that any district or undivided precinct con- 
tains more than 450 voters the County Board shall, 
in the July next after such November election, re- 
adjust the districts, or divide the precincts as 
above provided. If such readjustment is not 
made at such July meeting it may be made at an 
adjourned or special meeting of the County Board 
in the August next thereafter. The County 
Board in every case shall fix and estab- 
lish the places for holding elections in its 
respective county, and all general and special 
elections shall be heli at the places so fixed. 
Pollmg-places shall in all cases be upon the ground 
door, in the front room, the entrance to which is 
from a highway or a pubiie street which is at least 
forty feet wide, and as near the centre of the vot- 
ing population of the district as practicable, and 
for the convenience of the greatest number of 
electors; and no election shall be held in any room 
used as a saloon, dramshop, billiard-hall, bowl- 
ing-alley, or as a place of resort for idlers and dis- 
reputable persons, or any room connecting there- 
with by open doors or hallways. No person shall 
be permitted to vote at any election except in the 
district in which he resides. 

Every judge of election shall be of fair charac- 
ter, approved integrity, well informed, able to 
read, write, and speak the English language, and 
must have resided in the district ion which he is to 
serve for one year next preceding the election and 
be entitled to vote therein at such election. 

In counties not under township organization the 
County Board shall in July each year appoint in 
each precinct or district (where judges have not 
deen elected therein) three capable and qualified 
electors to be jadges of election, to hold office for 
one year and until their successors are duly a- 
pointed or elected. The County Board may fll 
vacancies in said office. No more than two per- 
sons of the same political party shall be ap-

OLD MAN REBER’S SPOOK. 


IT I8 PARALYZING THE SUPERSTITIOUS PEO- 
PLE NEAR LEBANON, PA. 

LEBANON, Pa., June 16.—|Special. |—Several 
years ego during the speculative insurance 
mania Joseph Reber, an old man, was tound 
drowned in Indiantown Oreek in an isolated 
portion of this county. It was afterwards de- 
veloped that be had been killed, by his head 
being neid under water, for the money on his 
life—several hundred thousand dollars. Five 
of his neighbors were afterwards arrested, 
convicted, and hanged for killing the old man. 
The outside world has forgotten the crime and 
its terrible sequel, but the usually quiet 
peopie between Swatara and Indiantown Gaps 
are now nightly aroused by unearthly screams 
along the creek, aud trustworthy citizens de- 
clare that a strange figure is continually pa- 
cing up and down the pathway where the crime 
was committed. It flies at their approach, and 
before it disappears shakes its head, points to 
the quiet waters of the creek, and uttersa 
strange sound like a death rattle. After 
nightfall the road is very little trav- 
eled. Several hundred persons have 
seen the su ghost. Some think 
it is the spirit of old man Reber, while many 
others think that it is one of the five who were 
banged who was innocent, and who comes back 
to earth to trouble bis persecutors.

INTERSTATE COMMERCE. 


cludes Its Hxamination of 
Chicago Witnesses. 


The Same Old Ground Gone Over Yes- 
terday—Railroad Charges and 
Rebates. 


All of the Witnesses Have Something to 
Complain Of—The Remedies Sug- 
gested. 


The Senatorial Committee on Inter-State 
Commerce resumed work yesterday morning 
at the Grand Pacific. 

George M. Bogue, ex-Railroad and Ware- 
house Commissioner, was the first,witness. He 
related the early operations of the board, es- 
pecially with regard to its work of cutting 
down passenger and freight tariffs. The pas- 
senger rate was fixed at three cents per 
mile. Freight was graded into five 
classes, each at a different rate. For 
the year ending June 30, 1884, the 
gross earnings of the roads in the State bad 
been $56,000,000, and the operating expenses 
$36,000,000. The miles of road operated in the 
State were 9,184. About 1870 the popular 
voice over the State was exceedingly antago- 
nistic to the railroada, but this hard feeling bad 
been largely modified. The Illinois law was 
probably the most stringent law existing for 
the regulation of railroads. He believed it was 
far too stringent. He did not think there was 
any necessity for a National Commission to 
regulate rates. He did not believe any 
legislation was necessamw relative to 
the reguiahmon of rates, and thought 
if the Illinois law was more like the laws of 
Iowa and Massachusetts better results would 
be obtained.. He explained that the object of 
pools was to prevent ruinous competition at 
competitive points, not to charge exorbitant 
prices. He thought the shipper should have 
the right to designate the line over which his 
shipments should go, and thought rebates and 
drawbacks should be prohibited. 

A HARDWARE-MAN. 

A. ©. Bartlett of Hibbard, Spencer & Bart- 
lett, wholesale hardware dealers, was the next 
witness. He said that the Chicago Freight 
Bureau had been organized. because of 
supposed discriminations against Chicago. 
There were still many things to com- 
plain of, which would properly come within 
the work of an Inter-State Commission, the 
rates between Chicago and New Mexico being 
acase in point. The rate to El Paso, Tex., 
was much too low in propor tion to the rates to 
Las Vegas and other townsin New Mexico. 
He understood some one was trying to wreck 
the railroad to El Paso for stock-jobbing pur- 
poses or to get control of the road. He thought 
a National Commission would act beneficially. 
The Chicago Freight Bureau bad done a great 
deal of good, and local shippers would not 
think now of doing without such an organiza- 
tion. He did not believe in the rebate system; 
it led to discrimination. 

FROM THE BUREAU. 
C. M. Wicker, Commissioner of the Chicago 


Freight Bureau, was next called on. The pro- 


ducers’ and consumers’ interests, he believed, 
were best coneerved by fair and steady rates. 
He favored the appointment of a commission 
that wouid protect both sides—protect the 
public from extortion and at the same time 
protect the railroad from ruinous competition, 
or, in other words, protect the citizen who was 
a stockholder in a railroad. Railroads had 
been discriminating against Chicago in order 
to build up a jobbing business in towns west. 
The business of the freight bureau was to do 
away with the injustices in classification 
and otherwise which bad been grow'ng 
for the previous ten or twelve -years. 
All classification was purely arbitrary; there 
was no basis to go by. Luxuries and articies 
on which the merchant had a large profit went 
into the higher-rate classificamons. The 100- 
pound unit was followed East, and was sup- 
posed to be followed West, but there was this 


discrimination in west- bound freight that we 


receiver of a car-load got à rate ranging from 
about 16 per cent to 157 per cent less than the 
regular 100-pound unit rate. Certain goods 
were necessarily rated by the oar-load unit. 
Grain, for example, was handied and rated by 
the car-load. Merchandise, as dry goods ana 
groceries, should always be carried on the 100- 
pound unit. Railroad rates should be 
fixed on a basis that would not fos 
ter combinations. If a lower rate were 
made for 100 cars than for one car, then a still 
lower rate should be made for 1,000 cars, and a 
lower still for 10,000 cars. If this were made 
the law a few big Board of Trade men in this 
city would combine to ship in 10,000-car quan- 
tities and shut off the smail dealers. Rebates 
and similar concessions should be prohibited. 


A CLOTHING MERCHANT. 

Henry W. King, wholesale clothing merchant 
of this city, was the first witness at the after- 
noon session. He thought the less Govern- 
mental interference with the railroads the bet- 
ter. Hedid not believe Congressional inter- 
ference in the regulation of iuter-State com- 
merce was calied for. The law of 
supply and demand was, generally 
speaking, sufficient. He thought the con- 
stitutional authority of the Government 
in the regulation of commerce applied to the 
natural bhighways—water-routes, for instance. 
A commission that would collect statistics and 
let tull tight on railroads and their systems of 
management would be uselul;: it would give 
the people wore confidence in the railroad cor- 
porations. In disputes with railroads he had 
always found the common lav sufficient to pro- 
tect his rights. A railroad corporation legally 


,occupied a different attitude to the public than 


a private corporation or firm, but commercially 
the attitude was the same. There always had 
been some discrimination between large and 
small shippers; justifiabiy so, because a whule- 
saie business could be done cheaper than a re- 
tail. He did not think the rebate system ought 
to be prohibited; be had an idea it could 
not be prevented. He thought the natural 
highwaye should be fostered and developed 
by the Government. Hethought Lake Michi- 
gan should be connected by water with the 
Mississippi River. The water routes were the 
great competitors with the artificial bighways, 
and were eufficient to keep rates within rea- 
sonable limit. 

C. M. Wicker was recalled. He thought the 
same jaws should apply to passenger traffic as 
to freight; no rebates or commissions should 
be allowed. A ticket agent would discriminate 
against a road that refused to pay the full oom- 
missions, which ranged from 10 to 33 per cent. 
This commission was a tax on the traveling 
public. Ratiroads would be as well off, be be- 
lieved, at a fixed and public rate of two cents 
per mile if the commission business were 
abolished as at the present rate of 
three and three and one-half cents per mile. 
He thought the proposed Federal Commission 
should consist of twelve men; three from the 
Eastern ana Middie States, three from the 
Southern, three from the Western, and three 
from the territory west of the Rocky Mount- 
ains. At least one Commissioner for ¢ach 
section should be a practical commercial rail- 
road man. 

John C. Richberg gave some evidence in 
favor of compulsory uniformity in bills of 
lading. The present system, he argued, left 
the shippers at the merey of the carriers. 

Thomas Woodason, a bellows-manufacturer 
of this city, complained of discrimination in 
his business. The rates by the same routes 
and between the same points—that is, between 
Chicago and the large Eastern cities—were 
doubie as much going East as coming West. 
Mr. Woodason detailed several instances of 


iil-treatment he bad received at the bands of 


railroad corporations. | 

Adelbert Hamilton spoke in favor ot aN 
tional tribunal, where complaints could de at- 
tended to without expensive legal process.

A WIDE DIFFERENCE ~WALKER’S AND 

STONE’S STATEMENTS. — : 

The office of Secretary Stone of the Board of 
Trade was the scene of a meeting of anxious 
inquirers yesterday during Most of the hours 
nomitfally devoted to business. A great many 
members of the board wanted to know, and 
the same questions were thrown at the Secre- 
tary by at least seventy or eighty members, 
one after the other, with a persistency which 
sorely taxed his patienow if it did not befog 
his judgment. The scene iu the office was but 
a smaller edition of that on Change. In fact, 
it is probabie that in the lerge room and tne 
small one not much less than two-thirds of the 
people on ange were discussing the one, 
great, all-ubsor bing question—the “ visibie 
supply.“ 

Secretary Stone had figured up that during 
last week the aggregate of wheat at the princi- 
pal points in the United States and Canadas 
and in transit between them had decreased 
393,362 busbels, while Mr. Walker, the statis- 
t:cian of the New York Produce Exchange, had 
figured up an increase of 565,648 bushels. The 


difference was so startling, 80 mucb larger than 
any that bad previously been discovered dur- 


ing the seventeen months that the two state-. 


ments bave been running against each other, 
that the members were all up iu arms about it. 
O? course there were two sides, without which 
there could have been no discussion; but it was 
noticeable that the parties seemed to be di- 
vided almost exclusively according to the 
trading interests of themselves or their cus- 
tomers, Those long on wheat took 
the side of Secretary Stone and insisted 
that his figures were right beyond the 
shadow of a doubt, while those short on the 
market were equaliy confident that no sensible 
man would question the accuracy of Mr. 
Walker's figures. Where interest dictated the 
language of the discussion there was little 
chance of both parties coming to an agree- 
ment, so at the end of the talk the two sides 
were no nearer together than at the beginning. 

The tabular statement of Mr. Stone was 
posted early in the morning, but the individual 
items in Mr. Waiker’s statement could only be 
obtained by special telegram. When drawn up 
side by side it appeared that there was very 
little difference between the principal items of 
wheat in store in the elevators at the several 
points. The most noticeable differences were 
as follews: 


But with regard to quantities out of store 
there was a wide difference. Walker gave 221,- 
900 bushels and Stone 305,000 as afloat in New 
York harbor; Walker gave 1,174,000 and Stone 
438,000 as afloat on the lakes; Walker gave 
1,087,405 bushels and Stone 898,000 as afloat on 
the Erie Canal; and for the quaatity in transit 
by rail Waiker’s figures were 370,129, against 
Stone’s 141,928. The three last-named items 
just about cover the discrepancy, and the 
question arises as to which of the two methods 
is correct. in regard to this point the follow- 
ing letter explains as fully as can be desired 
the claim for accuracy in the Chicago state- 
ment. The New York side of the question has 
yet to be heard trom: 

CHICAGO, June 16.—[Editor of The Tribune. 
Without going into ali the detalis of the discrep- 
ancies between Stone’s and Walker’s statements 
of the visible supply of wheat, 1 want to call at- 
tention to one item so plain that the most obtuse 
can understand it. A8 u rule it taxes four days 
for cargoes to reach Buffalo from any of the lake 
ports. On this theory Mr. Stone assumes, and 
correctly, that shipments made from lake ports 
during the week ending June 6 should be dropped 
from the visible supply June 13,as it has by that time 
arrived at some place. There can be no question 
about this. It cannot be disputed. During the 
week ending June 13 the entire lake shipmente 
from all the lake ports were 438,000 busheis, and, 
notwithstanding this, Walker puts 1,174,000 bush- 
els afloat on the lakes, or 736,000 bushels more than 
was shipped from all the ports.

BEING UNABLE TO ASCERTAIN HIS WHERE- 
ABOUTS, THE COOK COUNTY DEMOCRATIC

The Cook County Democratic Club has been 
in bard luck recently. Cleveland has refused 
to appoint any of its candidates. Postmaster 
Judd has also ignored them. The Iroquois 
braves have sneered at them.

reported here tonight that President White ot 


Cornell University has decided to carry out his 
determination to resign the Presidency at the 
meeting of the trustees tomorrow, that meet- 
ing bemg the twentieth anniversary of bis en- 
trance into the board. It is known that earnest 
appeals have been made to him by the trustees, 
members of the faculty, and citizens of ithaca 
to delay this action, but it is understood that 
thus far he insists not only on presenting his 
resignation but also on having it ac- 
cepted. It is well known among those 
acquainted with the affairs of the university 
that the trustees bave already twice refused to 
accept it, but it is now understood that he will 
insist not only upon its acceptarice but also 
upon the election of his successor at the earli- 


est moment possible, before he leaves for Eu- 


rope this summer, taking the ground that his 
service of twenty years and the present pros- 
perous condition of the university entitle him 
to seek relief from executive work and the 
compete restoration of his health, which is 
somewhat impaired. He has publicly stated 
that wben he lays down bis office it 
will be to devote the remainder of his life to 
preparing for publication the materiais in his- 
tory and social science which he bas for many 
years been accumulating at home and abroad. 

Among the names mentioned as Mr. White's 
successor are those of President Walker of the 
Massachusetts lnstitute ot Technology, Presi- 
dent Angell and Dr. C. J. Adams of the Uni- 
versity of Michigan, and Prot.

The thirty-fifth annual meeting of the Exec 
utive Commiitee of the Northwestern Univer- 
sity was held yesterday morning in the college 
chapel.

The agent’s financial report was approved. 
Of the property controlled by the institution 
$1,000 worth was sold during the year. The 
total cash receipts for the same time were 
$128,182, and the disbursements $129,927, a de- 
ficit of $1,745. The indebtedness of the iusti- 
tution is $135,660, with assets amounting 
to $107,292, leaving $28,367 to be otherwise pro- 
vided for. The total value of the university 
property is estimated to be $1,691,241, against 
which are bonds, bills payable, etc., to the 
amount of $135,660, leaving a net value of 
$1,555,581.

Aclause in the contract then made 
provides that whenever the receipts of the 
concern shall fail to be sufficient for the 
annual payment of $264,000 the contracting 
parties shall come together, and, by mutual 
agreement, alter the arrangement. The dis- 
covery of Cottringer’s dishonesty has rather 
precipitated this movement on Mr. Pullman’s 
part, and he desires now to take advantage 
of the situation so as to have the annual 
payment reduced to $66,000 or obtain full con 
trol of the Central Transportation Company.

Trying to Placate 
Churchill in Regard to 
Coercion. 
A Belief that the Latter Will Tem- 
porarily Yield—Salisbury to 
; Be Premier. 


Queen Victoria Offers Gladstone an Earl- 
dom — Irish Hatred of 
Spencer. 


Lonnox, June 16.—[Via Mackay-Bennett 
Cable to The Tribune. ]— The obstacies in the 
way of forming a Conservative Cabinet are 
disappearing. Lord Salisbury has been busily 
engaged all day today negotiating with the 
other leaders of the party, and has given and 
received concessions which will doubtless heal 
the strife, for a time at least, and enable the 
party to present a solid front in public. The 
most important conference of the day was be- 
tween the coming Premier and Lord Randolph 


| Churebill. The latter, after ostentatiously ab- 


senting himself from =yesterday’s meet- 
ing and openly rebelling in the House 
last night, today sought an interview 
with Lord Salisbury and effected an agreement 
which is said to be mutually satisfactory and 
likely to last. It would be a mistake, however, 
to suppose that Lord Randolph went to nis 
party chief in any penitent mood, or that he 
gave more than he got in the way of conces- 
sions. The young leader bas strong support in 
the provinces, and he fully held his own in the 
negotiations by conviacing Lord Salisbury of 
nis strength. He parried the charge 
of rebellion against Sir Stafford North- 
cote’s leadership in the matter of last night's 
division by declaring that Sir Stafford was 
incompetent for his position as Conservative 
leader ot the House by reason of his lack of 
backbope, which bas long been chronie and is 
now made acute by iliness. Lord Randolph 
made it a point of bis codperation with Lord 
Salisbury that Sir Stafford Northcote saould be 
courteously removed from the leadership of 
the Commons by transferring him to the House 
of Lords, and this stipulation was agreed to by 
Lord Salisbury. In other important details the 
friends of Lord Randolph declare that he made 
bis own conditions, and that he will take the 
office of Secretary of State for India in the new 
Cabinet. 

The change above indicated is agreeabie 
enough to Sir Stafford Northcote, whose health 
is sadly failing. He said today that he was 
utterly weary of the continual warfare in- 
volved in his position in the Commons, and 
would prefer the comparative quiet of the 
House of Lords, but that be would not take 
any postin the new Government which in- 
volved arduous duties. 

Another correspondent presents a different 
view. He says: Lord Salisbury has definitly 
settied the Premiership. It is stated that Sir 
Stafford Northcote has accepted a Peerage, 
leaving Sir Michael Hicks-Beach to lead the 
Conservatives in the House of Commons. Lord 
Randolph Churchill will have an important po- 
sition in the new Cabinet, but the distri- 


bution of portfolios will not be decidea 
until the arrival of the Queen, who 
is traveling with the utmost speed. Lord Ran- 
dolph Churchill agreed to the renewal of the 
Coercion act on condition that it only be en- 
forced if found imperative. His action yes- 
terday is generally attributed to tear that Lord 
Salisbury and other leaders would ignore bis 
claims to office, and to a desire to reterd the 
progress of the Seats bill in order to give a 
chance, if possible, to appeal to the old con- 
stituencies, which are more likely to support 
the Conservati ses. 

The Standard announces that the Marquis of 
Salisbury, in addition to the Premiersbip, will 
assume the duties of Foreign Secre- 
tary; that Sir Stafford Northcote will 
be elevated to the Peerage; that Lord Ran- 
dolph Churchill will be Secretary of State for 
India, and that Sir, Michael Hicks-Beach will 
be the Conservative leader in the House of 
Commons, and probably Chancellor of the 
Exchequer. 

OTHER CONSERVATIVE VIEWS. 

Many other Conservatives were astir today 
beside Lord Randolph Churchill, and there was 
a continuous succession of visits to Lord Salis- 
bury’s residence. Col. Edward Robert K ing- 
Harman, the Conservative member for Dublin 
County, had a long interview iu which be gave 
the views of the Ulster members on the coer- 
cion question. The Marquis of Waterford, an- 
other leading Conservative, had a long talk this 
afternoon with Lord Salisbury and Sir Stafford 
Northcote. Both these representatives of Irish 
Toryism insisted strongly on the necessity for 
coercion. Lord Salisbury is reported by the 
friends of both sides as having promised com- 
pliance with their views, and great curiosity 
exists as to whether he will be able to carry wa- 
ter on both shoulders. 

The Earl of Carnarvon, who.was Secretary of 
State for the Colonies in 1866-'67, and again 
from 1874 to 1878; Baron Rowton, the well- 
known private secretary of the late Eari of 
Beaconsfield, Sir Michael Edward Hicks-Beach, 
at present a member of Parliament and at one 
time Secretary or State for the Colonies, and 
Lord John Manners, who bas been three times 
First Commissioner of Works, with aseatin the 
Cabinet, and Postmaster-General from 1874 to 
1880, were also in conference today with the 
Marquis of Salisbury. 

The Marquis of Salisbury will confer with 
the Queen again tomorrow. In the medntime 
nothing will be done regarding foreign, colo- 
nial, or Indian affairs without the Marquis of 
Salisbury having been consulted. The Queen 
lett Balmoral Castle at 2 o'clock this afternoun 
tor Windsor. Her Majesty was accompanied 
by Princess Beatrice. 

Mr. T. D. Sullivan, member of Parliament 
for the County of Westmeath, presided at a 
league meeting bere last evening. He said 
that *“*coercion’’ now was impossible. The 
Irish members of Parliament, be said, will 
treat Conservative Cabinet about to be 
formed in a manner not dissimilar to that 
which characterized their treatment of the 
Gladstone Ministry if the Conservatives 
should treat Ireland in the same way as the 
Liberal Government bad done. The prospects 
for Ireland, said Mr. Sullivan, were never 
brighter. | 

Disapproval is expressed in India on the ru- 
mor that Lord Randolph Churchill will be Sec- 
retary for India. It is feared that his appoint- 
ment would lead to the withdrawal of Earl 
Dufferin. 

The Standard says that besides Sir Stafford 
Northcote one or two other members of the 
late Conservative Cabinet will probably be 
raised to the Peerage. 

The Uleter Conservatives will wait on the 
Marquis of Salisbury today to urge arenewal 
of the Coercion act. 

AN EARLDOM FOR GLADSTONE. 

The Queen has offered Mr. Gladstone an Karl- 
dom in recognition of bis services to the Queen 
and the country. Mr. Gladstone asked that he 
be allowed to forego the honor. The News, 
in an editorial on this subject, rejoices 
at Mr. Gledstone’s decision and says that no 
title could add to his fame or enhance the en- 
thusiastic devotuon ef his countless admirers; 
besides his leadership is required in the coming 
struggie to secure unity in the Liberal cause, 
The Ames editorially says Mr. Gladstone's re- 
fusal to accept an Earidom makes an appeal to 
the imaginations of men that will not remain 
unanswered.

The Caban 
people themselves do not desire it. Even 
those who desire separation from Spain do not 
desire annexation to the United States. Re- 
forms have prevented largely the action of the 
Liberais, who sacrifice Cuban liberty to Span- 
ish reform. But the affairs of Cuba are be- 
coming so bad that all parties are likely to 
unite on reform laws. The idea of a Spanish 
guarantee of the Cuban debt, developed 
largely by Court circles interested in Cuban 
bonds, is not favored by public opinion. Under 
a Republic Cuba would be treated in all re- 
spects like Spain, thus securing immunity 
from revolution by curbing the officiais, re- 
storing trade, and reducing taxes, 

„ Sefior Castelar, the distinguished ex-Presi- 
dent of the Spanish Republic, expressed the 
same views about the sale of Cuba as Sefior 
Sagasta. 

“The Conservative official organ, Epoca, says:

He has an 
honorable War record, has served in 
the New Hampshire Legislature, the 
National House of Representatives, and 
became Senator from New Hampshire

the Governor appointed him as Senator ad in- 
terim, the Legislature not convening until the 
present month. He is an ardent temperance re- 
former, and his leading achievement in the Sen- 
ate has been the passage of his Educational! bill to 
appropriate $77,000,000 to be distributed among the 
States in proportion to their illiteracy. ]

Incidents of the Day Desaription of the 
Cottage Which Will Be the Gen- 
eral’s Summer Home, 


New Yor«, June 16.—[Special.}—Gen. Grant 
and family started for Mr. J. W. Drexel’s cot- 
tage at Mount MacGregor this morning at 9 
o’clock. Their beaviest trunks were taken to 
the Grand Central depot yesterday, and this 
morning only small bundles and the Generai’s 
easy-chairs were brougbt over. At 8 o'clock 
Mr. Vanderbilt’s private car was backed down 
ou the side-track near the bagg*ge-room on 
Vanderbilt avenue, opposit Forty-fourth street. 
The train consisted of one baggage-car, one 
parior-car, and Mr. Vanderbilt's special 
car. Dr. Douglas was first to arrive 
at 8:80 o’clock, attended by a servant. 
The doctor was busy running hither and 
thither, and was evidentiy much excited. A 
number of policemen from the Nineteenth 
Sub-Precinct formed in frontof the entrence 
and kept about 200 people away. 

Inafew moments a closed carriage was 
driven up, and Mrs. F. D. Grant, Mr. and Mrs. 
Jesse Grant, Mr. and Mrs. U. 8. Grant Jr., and 
Mrs. Sartoris alighted and entered the car. 
At twenty minutes of 9 o'clock another closed 
carriage drove up, and in it were the General, 
Mrs. Grant, and Col. Fred Grant. The car 
riage was driven closeto tne baggage-room, 
and the General was assisted out by Col. Fred. 
Mes. Grant and Dr. Sbrady followed, walking 
from the carriage to the train, a distance of 
about thirty feet. The General exhibited 
great effort. He stepped quickly, however, 
leaning beavily on his son on one side and a 
heavy cane on the other. He was very lame ia 
the leg that was broken, and limped painfully. 
He looked straight ahead, and never turned 
hig gaze to the right or left. His face showed 
that he had suffered great pain and weary 
months of confinement. Around bis neck was 
a white silk bandage, which bid from view tho 
ugly swelling on the rightside of his face. He 
seemed the mere shadow of his former self. 
On reaching the car the General was placed on 
his chair, with bis back to the engine. He was 
much exhausted by the exertion, excitement, 
and great beat, and Dr. Douglas seemed wor- 
riea. When be sat down he bad a slight cough- 
ing spell, but recovered quickly. 

Promptly at 5 minutes of 9 o’clock the car 
started off siow ly. 

The Geoeral, in spite of bis weakness, showed 
the exercise of a strong will. It was plain that 
the effort was great. 

In the last twenty-four hours the General 
has been very busky, and this morning when 
spoken to in the car could not answer intelligi- 
biy at all. It pains him greatly even to whis- 
per. 

The entire family of the General accom- 
panied him with the exception of Ulysses, who 
will go up Friday. In the saloon-car Trav- 
eler were Harrison and Henry, the two 
nurses, and other servants. When the train 
started out, the General, resting in his 
chair with a pillow at his back and with 
his slippered feet lifted to the one in front 
of him, was in a position for the 
journey. Heavy drapery prevented draughts 
from reaching the sick man.

COL. FRED AS AN HISTORIAN. 

TanRTrowx, N. V., June 16.—Col. Fred 
Grant was half reclining on a sofa with Dr.

Wayne stormed Stony Point,“ shouted Col. 
Grant above the clatter of the train and so that 
the physician and his patient could hear, wy 
great-grandfather, Capt. Dent, was commander 
of the forlorn bope, and when they reached the 
walls he had his men stand on each other's 
shoulders, and then the Captain scaled the 
rampart over their backs and stood on the 
wall and pulled his men up one by one till they 
all stood on the bill.* They then descended and 
opened the gates of the fortress and let in 
Wayne's men.“ The General reclined his head 
a little and smiled faintly at the relation of the 
incident.

FAMILIAR SCENES. 

About 10 o’clock Gen. Grant turned a little 
in his chair ln order that he might command a 
better view of the west bank of the river. He 
wanted to guin a giimpse of West Point as the 
train hurried on. The scenery was growing 
very familiar to the sick man. Scenes of his 
cadetsbip were coming to view, and at length 
at 10:15, when the quarters at West Point came 
into view, the General nodded across the river, 
and again faintly smiled as Mrs. Grant glanced 
across at him to see if he was noting the point 
they were passing. She smiled as he nodded. 
The women hurried to the river-side of the car 
to watch, and Col, Fred Grant pointed out a 
pile of rocas which he had heard his father 
mention in telling his swimming adventures of 
his West Point days. The General spoke no 
word, but followed the scene with his eyes, 
looking rearward until West Point was shut 
out from view by a curve in the road. 

Once the General pointed to a residence on 
the west bank of the river, and, leaning toward 
Col. Fred Grant, he attempted to speak and 
tell him it was the house ofa friend, at which 
in particular he had been entertained, but so 
weak was his voice that the Genera! could not 
make himself heard. Dr. Douglas requested 
him not to make any effort to speak, and bade 
him write what be had to say, which the General 
did. At 12 o'clock Dr. Douglas said: I have 
made no effort to feel bis pulse. I could not 
do so while the train was in motion. He is 
showing less fatigue than might have been ex- 
pected. Iam anxious to reacn the mountain, 
so that I can clear his throat of this dust, which 
is trying to him. He is feeling the heat, but 
his strength is holding out remarkably well.“

Her Crew Saved and Coming to Chi- 
cago—Wreck of the Schooner 
Westchester. 


The Chicago Tug War—Oollision on Lake 
Michigan—General News—Ves- 
sel Movements. 


The steam-barge Buckeye of Chicago, one of the 
oldest steam-craft on the lakes, bas gone to the 
bottom of Georgian Bay and is a total foss. The 
first intimation of the disaster wus received in Chi- 
cago yesterday afternoon in a dispatch from Owen 
Sound, which stated that the Buckeye burned last 
Sunday night and went down in 200 feet of water. 
The dispatch was signed by Capt. Jenks, master 
and part owner of the boat, and had been sent 
from Manitoulin to Owen Sound by courier. No 
particulars were given, but it is supposed that all 
of her crew were rescued by the schr Sky- 
lark. which was in tow of the Buckeye. The 
boats left Chicago for Manitoulin Island last 
week Wednesday to load cedar for Mueller. 
Christy & Co. It is presumed that she 
had obtained her cargo and was on her way back 
when the disaster occurred. The Buckeye has had 
an eventful experience during the twenty-nine 
years that she has been in active service on the 
lakes. She measured 352 tons, and was built at 
Cleveland by Quayle & Martin in the fall of 1856. 
She was Yormerly owned by Capt. Chamberlain of 
Cleveland, and for many years was a valuable piece 
of property. But increasing age caused her to 
drop down the scale of insurance rating, and she 
was about to be consigned to the boneyard in 1881, 
when ER. & C. Eldred of Chicago became her own- 
ers and gave her a thorough rebuild. In the spring 
of 1882 she came out almost a new boat, and was 
rated A2 and given a valuation of $18,000. The 
following year, while bound from Chicago for 
Buffalo with the barge York State in tow, both 
laden with grain, she encountered a heavy gale on 
Lake Erie and came very near foundering. She 
cast her consort adrift and reached her port of 
destination. It was several days before the York 
State turned up, and she was reported lost with all 
hands. Last year the Buckeye became heavily in- 
volved, and she was seized for debt. She was sold 
under the hammer several months ago, and was 
bought by Palmer, Fuller & Co., lumber deaiers, 
who were her managing Owners. 

CHEBOYGAN, Mich., June 16:—([Special.]—The 
steamer Sir L. Tilley, which arrived here today, 
reports that the steam-barge Buckeye was lost on 
Georgian Bay last Sunday. She struck a rock near 
Manitoulin and commenced rolling badly. A bar- 
rel of kerosene oil, which was near the furnace, 
exploded and set fire tothe beat. The crew nar- 
rowly escaped with their lives, and were rescued 
by the Tilley, which went to her assistance from 
Michael's Bay. All of the crew are now on the 
Tilley and will be taken to Chicago. The Buckeye 
was completely destroyed, together with her cargo 
of cedar. The Tilley also has the Buckeye’s con- 
sort, the schr Skylark, in tow. 5 


MARINE MISHAPS. 


Capt. H. R. Moore of theschr Lottie Wolf, which 
arrived yesterday, reports that the unknown 
schooner ashore on Plum Island. near the entrance 
to Green Bay, is the Westchester, owned by 
Latham & Smith of Sturgeon Bay. She is lumber- 
laden and appeared to be resting easily when the 
Wolf passed her. The Captain of the tug A. 
Booth reports paesing the wreck Monday. She 
was lying on the rocks and in a bad place. Assist- 
ance was expected from Sturgeon Bay. The West- 
chester is about the oldest vessel afloat. She was 
built in 1847 and is valued at $3,500, 


The schrs Orphan Boy and Belle Brown arrived 
yesterday and reported having been in collision on 
Lake Michigan. About 4 o’clock Monday morning, 
while off Port Washington, the Belle Brown struck 
the Orphan Boy on the port bow. The latter lost 
her cathead, anchor stock, jibtoom,. bowsprit, and 
all of her headgear. The Belle Brown sustained 
but little damage other than having ber mainsail 
split. The weather was very thick at the time. N 


The excursion steamer Saginaw was advertised 
to make a trip to South Haven Monday, but owing. 
to an unfortunate mishap she wus unable to keep 
her appointment. While passing through the draw 
of the Lilinois Central Railroad bridge she collided 
with the dock and was obliged to return to Miller 
Bros.’ shipyard for repairs. 


THE TUG WAR. 


The tug war continues. All efforts to bring about 
a harmonious feeling are repulsed, and it looks as 
if rates would not be restored during the present 
season. Yesterday an attempt was made to call a 
meeting with a view of considering a proposition 
to lay up a number of boats and advance the rates 
of towing, but owing to the refusal of a prominent 
tug-owner to attend the meeting was not held. 
Some of the owners now threaten to force a com- 
promise, and propose cutting the price of towing 
lumber-veéessels from the market to the docks to 
which they are consigned 70 per cent. As the pur- 
chaser of the cargo pays the tow bill from the 
market to the place of unloading, several leading 
commission merchants were asked what 
they thought of the proposed redaction, and 
without exception all replied that they wouid have 
nothing to do with an arrangement which they say 
is calculated to ultimately work against their in- 
terests. They expressed themselves as satisfied 
with the present rates, and said that they would 
not bind themselves to a scheme which was in- 
tended to increase the price of towing. A promi- 
nent lumber-dealer and vessel-owner speaking on 
this subject said: ** The rates of towing are now 
on an equitable basis with the present condition of 
freights. They are just where they ougbt to have 
been put several years ago. If tug-owners had 
come to it iu time there would not be 80 many 
steam-barges now. I see they are trying to torm a 
combination to put rates back again, but I don’t 
think they will ever succeed. They claim that they 
are losing money now. Idon’t doubt K. but the 
fault is all their oen. They ought to reduce ex- 
penses. By a reduction of expenses I don’t mean 
simply cutting down the wages of theirmen. That 
is a secondary consideration. What they ought to 
do is to stop cruising down the lake forty and fifty 
miles after tows. There is no sense in it. The 
vesseis don't want it, and it is the vessels that are 
compelled to pay for the waste of time and fuel. 
If the tug-owners will stop this foolish practice 
and confine their business to a legitimate basis 
they will make money.” 


FREIGHTS AND CHARTERS. 


The market for grain freights was badly demor- 
alized yesterday. Room was offered for Buffalo at 
1 cent a bushel for wheat or corn, but at that low 
rate it was almost impossible to obtain staff for 
shipment. Some of the line agents were anxious- 
ly seeking grain cargoes, but were unable to fill 
their boats. Through rates to New. York were 
quoted at 544 cents for wheat and 5 cents for corn 
by lake and canal. The prop Buffalo obtained 
46.000 busheis of corn for Buffalo and the prop 
Juniata 50,000 bushels of corn for Erie. There 
was some inguiry from Duluth for tonnage 
to load wheat, but no charters were reported. The 
Anchor Line contracted to carry 100,000 bdusheis 
of wheat from Milwaukee to Erie at 1 cent a 
bushel, and will send several boats from here 
light. The prop Cuba and consorts Donaldson and 
David Stewart were also chartered to load 125,000 
bushels of wheat at Milwaukee for Buffalo at the 
same rate. 

There was no change in lumber or cedar freights. 

BUFFALO, N. V., June 16.— [Special. — There was 


J. ho change in coal freights. The demand for ton- 


nage was moderate and vessels were in scant sup- 
ply. Charters included str Tacoma and schr A. 
Morse, the latter to come light from Cleveland, for 
Chicago, at 66 sents; str C. J. Kershaw and schr 
Joseph Paige, for Milwaukee, at 60 cents; prop 
Colorado, for Green Bay, at 60 cents; stmr North- 
erner, for Duluth, at 40 cents; stmr H. C. Schnoor.

| CHEROKEES WILL HOLD THEIR OWN 


ADOPTION OF A PLATFORM DECLARING THEM 
OPPOSED TO ANY AND ALL WHITE INTRU- 
SION ON THEIR TERRITORY. 

Littte Rock, Ark., June 16.—(Special.|— 

The following platform adopted by the Down- 

ing party at a largely-attended convention in 


the Cherokee Nation Saturday fixes the posi-. 


tion of the Cherokees in regard to a sale of a 
portion of their territory: 

We are opposed to the establishment of any kind 
of a United States Territorial Government over 
the Cherokee Nation and people, or of any change 
in the Cherokee Government, aad we hold thas it 
is the duty of every citizen of the Cherokee Nation 
to use his efforts to preserve the national auton- 
omy. 

We maintain that itis the duty of all citizens to 
assist the nation in prosecuting and defending its 
rights and the rights of the people before the Gov- 
ernment of the United States. 

We are opposed to selling one foot of Cherokee 
soil for white settlement, because the proposed 
purchase in less than two years would be filled with 
white settiers, who would be vehemently calling on 
Congress for the formation of a Territorial State 
Government, which would embrace not only the 
entire Cherokee Nation, but the present Indian 
Territory. 

We deciare we will support no man for member 
of the National Council who will not pledge himself 
to work and vote against the acceptance of the 
proposition to sell our land, and we demand that 
our members of the Counetl at the next session in- 
vestigate the 7% per cent matter, and ascertain 
how our lands stand, and how every dollar for them 
was received and paid out. 

We are in favor that if, after a thorough investi- 
gation, it be shown that we are indebted to the 
Government $334,000 or other sum, instead of pay- 
ing it with land at 47.45 cents per acre, our Council 
will pay such indebtedness in money. 

While we deny hostility to the whites, and in 
proof of which assertion we point to frequent in- 
termarriage with them and the employment of 
them in our business affairs, yet we say to agree to 
thisgale is a forerunner of the downfall of the 
Cherokee Nation in the immediate future. 

A similar platform was recently adopted by 
an opposition party, known as the Unionists. 
The two parties constitute two-thirds of the

SMITH VS. HARRISON. 
THE CONTEST WILL BE PUSHED IN SPITE OF 
ALL DEMOCRATIC DILATORY TACTICS. 

There was another meeting of the Judge 
Smith Contesting Committee at Mr. Jewett's 
office yesterday. All the members were pres- 
ent. The principal subject of discussion was 
the selection of lawyers to conduct the case. 
The members of the committee. refused to tell 
anything about the proceedings. One of them 
said: There has been enough talk. It is 
time for work now. Our committee means 
business. Of course we mean business. Mr. 
Harrison will have to show cause for holding 
his seat. Notwithstanding this reticence it is 
understood that Mr. John P. Wilson has been 
selected as one of the lawyers. Mr. Goudy has 
also been spoken of in connection with the 
case, and so has Mr. W. J. Hynes. <As to evi- 
dence, it is understood that that collected by 
the Committee of Safety will be utilized, but 
this is hot ali that will de produced. A private 
detective agency of which nothing bas been 
pubiicly known has worked on the case for 
some months with results which will astonish 
Mr. Harrison and his friends. A large amount 
of volunteer testimony will also be produced. 

Col. Dan Ray of the Committee of Safety 
said yesterday that more than 2,000 cases of 
apparentiy fraudulent voting had been discov- 
ered by agents working under his instructions. 
He thought that at least 60 per cent of these 
could be established to the satisfaction of any 
court. He admitted that he was aware that 
there was other evidence of fraud in existence 
than that collected by him. His agents made an 
examinauon of about forty out of the 192 pre- 
cincts. - 

As soon as the papers for the contest are 
perfected, which will probably be in a few 
days—as soon as the lawyers are selected—no- 
tice will be served on Mr. Harrison and on De- 
vine also. Pending a bearing of the case there 
may be an application to the court for a re- 
count of the ballots. This, however, bas not 
been determined on. 

Mr. Harrison, in one of his interviews of 
Monday with a Democratic organ, indicated 
pretty plainly that be dreaded a revount. He 
taiked about a tampering with the ballots 
*superinduced”” by Republicans, and made 
sundry other insinuations that he was going 
to be “cheated,” or had been cheated. All 
this talk is nonsense. The ballots, as soon as 
they passed out of the hands of Mr. Neumeie- 
ter, the Democratic City Clerk, were senied in 
the presence ot the Committee of Saiety, three 
of the members present being Democrats. 
The ballots have since been watched by 
agents of the committee. If there has been 
any tampering it must have been while the 
ballots were ju the keeping of the Democrats. 
Harrison’s threat to prolong the contest is 
condemned by decent Democrats as well as by 
Republicans, who say that all he cares about is 
the office. 

Mayor Harrison was waiting patiently” 
yesterday for the service of a notice of con- 
test. but was very happy when told that the 
matter could not come up in court until the 


second Mouday in July without his consent. 


VAN PELT’S ECONOMY. 
IT SHOWS ITSELF AT A LATE DAY. 

County Commissioner Senne says, in speak- 
ing ot Van Peit’s fit of economy: “The fel- 
low’s sudden change of tactics is more than 
laughable—it is preposterous. The eviis that 
he wishes to check now, when the treasury is 
almost exhausted, have been open to bim all 
the year round. Take the hospital, for instance. 
Less than two years ago the neaviest pay-roll 
submitted to this board by the Warden of that 
instituton was $2,500 per month. Under Mo- 
Garigle's administration of affairs in the same 
institution the pay-roll ie $4,500 per month, 
and on one or two occasions it reached $4,800. 
I called attention to this state of affairs at the 
time, but to no purpose. It is certainly very 
odd that the economists didn't take cognizance 
of this little matter before this late day.“ 

There was a general kick from the beads 
of departments in the County Buiiding yester- 
day over Vau Peit's resolution in the County 
Board requesting them tocut down their ex- 
penses at leust 20 per cent, the reduction to 
take effect in the salaries as well as in inci- 
dental expenses. While it is true that in so 
far as the reduction of salaries is concerned 
the resolution cannot go into effect until Sept. 
1, the Clerks of the Superior, Circuit, and 
County Courts consider Van Pelt's action a 
piece of work through which be wishes to re- 
venge himself upon the taxpayers for refus- 
ing to give him $1,000,000. Commissioner 
MacDonaid was the only member of the County 
Board who voted against Van Polt's resoiu- 
uon. and in consequence he is looked upon as 
a hero by the clerks, irrespective ot politics.

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Some interest was manifested yesterday 
among the butter and cheese dealers in a dis- 
patch published in Tugs Tammo from Colum- 
bus, O., wherein the analysis by Prof. Weber 
of the Ohio State University of what is desig- 
nated as “Chicago flat cheese was given, 
though it did not create any flurry except 80 
far as the evident intention to depreciate and 
run down the Chicago article referred to was 
concerned. 

Col. Littler, Secretary of the Chicago Prod- 
uce Exchange, was questioned regarding the 
matter. He had read the dispatch, but de- 
nounced a part of it at least as untrue. ** When 
Prof, Weber says there is no milk in the cheese 
he analyzed he simply states that which is not 
so. Cheese cannot be made from anything 
else except milk. There are three grades of 
cheese—full cream, light skim, and heavy 
skim. Full cream means, of course, that 
which 1s made from cream; light skim, where 
nighbt’s milk is used, for instance, and the cream 
not removed; and heavy skim is where 
the milk has been skimmed entirely of 


cream. This cheese to which Prof. Weber re- 
fers is made o! skim-milk, and it can be soid 
and is sold for two cents per pound, and even 
one cent, but there is no profit in it.“ 

„% Then why is it made?“ 

“To use up the skim-milk. The farmers 
the skim-milk to feed to their bogs, and some- 
thing must be done with it. There are times 
during the year when this cheese sells tor four 
and five cents per ponnd, and then there's 
profit in .“ 

Is this skim-milk cheese healthy?“ 

“No, it isn't. But if there was no demand 
for it it wouldn’t be made. But why do our 
Ohio cousins make a howl? The dispatch says 
this cheese is shipped to Wellington and there 
stamped as Onio cheese and sold as such. Our 
Ohio friends come to Chicago, buy the skim- 
milk stuff, send it to Wellington, which is the 
great centre of Ohio for dairy products, stamp 
it as Ohio cheese, and then sell it to the people 
of Ohio. Do Chicago men stamp it as Onio 
cheese? No. Do they practice any traud? 
No. Who perpetrates the fraud? The dealers 
of Ohio. Chicago dealers ship the skim- 
milk cheese from here and stamp it 
as it really is. They don’t seli it under any 
false pretenses. But when Prof. Weber or 
anybody else says that this cheese is more 
than halt water itis nonsense. It coulda not 
be shipped in the boxes nor retaiu eny form at 
all if it was more than balf water. He ig cor- 
rect when he says this cheese con- 
tains bat little fat. There is very 
littie fat in skim milk. Now, take some fig- 
ures—100 pounds of milk, for instance. That 
will yield three and three-quarter pounds of 
butter, which seils for 75 cents, and seven 
pounds of cheese, which will sell for 21 cents, 
or three cents perpound. This makes 96 cents. 
The milk costs 60 cents. This cheese is made 
from skim-milk because of the profit in it, and 
that is all; but Chicago dealers do not palm it 
off for cream cheese. Ohio cheesemakers are 
behind the times. If they make nothing 
but the dest cheese, they come to 
the West for the other kind. They don’t bo- 
lieve in creameries there, but are opposed to 
them, Look atthe figures for yesterday on 
that blackboard. Ohicago received 93. 160 
pounds of cheese, and shipped 50,320 pounds, 
which is more than the State of Ohio does in a 
week, In the month of May we received 2,200, - 
000 pounds in round numbers, and shipped 
2,300,000 pounds. From May 1, 1884, to May 
1 1885, the receipts were 39,730,255 and ship- 
ments 39,406,055. ‘The average price for the 
year for the best grade of cheese was 11 cents. 
The foreign shipments direct—not through 
New York or any other port—for the year end- 
ing May 1 were 8,209,650 pounds.“ 

The editor of the Daily World, who was in 
the room while the reporter was talking to 
Col. Littler, gaid: “Any ordinary chemist 
will tell you that the combination of glucose 
elements with whey elements will be what

brethren by virtue of the order of his chair 
and the excellence of his brushes and biacking 


will take nearly all the trade from the urchins 
who baw! and scremble fora living on the 
thoroughfares.

THE ANDERSON MURDER TRIAL 
MRS. KERWIN'S STRANGE TESTIMONY AGAINST 
HER DEAD HUSBAND. 

The second day of the trial of George Ander- 
son in Judge Hawes’ court for the murder of 
John Kerwin was marked by the unexpected 
testimony of Mra. Kerwin, wife of the mur 
dered man. Mrs. Kerwin was the first witness 
who gave her husband a bad or quarrelsome 
character. She went even further than the eye- 
witnesses of the tragedy who testified for the 
prosecution, and said, although a block away, 
she saw her husband strike Anderson just 
before he was shot. Ali the other witnesses, 
including the dead man’s brother Wiliam,” had 
said Kerwin was actmg as peacemaker between 
Dan Hurley and the murderer. Prosecutor 
Longenecker was astonished to bear the wom- 
an testifying so strongly im favor of her hus- 
band’s slayer, and be finaliy exclaimed: 

„ Well, I never before beard a wife swear for 
ber husband's murderer.”’ 

Judge Longenecker also drew from the wom- 
an a confession that the defendant was famil- 
iarly received at ber house, often stopping to 
drink beer. 

The defendant took the stand and made two 
excuses for committing the deed. He said he 
was afraid of Kerwin, knowing bim to bea 
fighter, and that his head was in a muddle 
irom nervousness when be did it. 

In his closmg argument to the jury Judge 
Longenecker dweit on the curious conduct of 
Mrs. Kerwin in visiting Anderson regularly in 
the jail whiie he was a prisoner there for ber 
husband’s murder, ber refusal to go up to her 
husband when be was iying dead, and her 
efforts to shield the murderer on the witness- 
stand ** by perjuring herseit before a jury on 
the second anniversary of her marriage to 
Joho Kerwin.” 

Judge Longenecker will make another speech 
this morning, and the case will then be given 


to the jury.

A LITTLE GIRL WANTS A SHARE IN HER 
FATHER'S ESTATE. 

Judge Tuley is eugaged in hearing the case 
of Gertrude Frances Wühelmina Rollar, a 2- 
year-old child who sues by ber mother, Ida 
Rollar, against her uncle, William Rollar, and 
others, to get possession of her pnare in her 
father’s estate.
